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1 . Claims 1-5, 8 and 10-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

As per independent claim 1 , the phrase "circuitry connected to at least one of 
said inputs ... said circuitry comprising a further input to receive a signal ..." seems to 
be misdescriptive because the "circuitry" (i.e., elements 26 & 28) only receives a single 
input (30). Clarification is requested. The term "unction" (line 1 1) is NOT understood. 
The term "SIFL" (Iine11) is incorrect. It should be - SNGL --. 

2. Claims 1-5, 8 and 10-24 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the recorded 
references do NOT teach or suggest the arithmetic unit having " three bit encoded output 
encoding each three bits is arranged to provide a SNGL output, an NZP output, and an 
NZN output " feature as recited in independent claim 1 .
